of the oountry sinee the ¢lection of Monroe. Bat
wo would, notwithstanding, respectfully sdmonish
sur resders, that our tables of the genoral results
are, to some extent, estimated, and may be,
more or less, materially changed by the
sotual wojorities asthey come ia.

The eyes of Europe are fized on Paris. The de-
nouement of the drama orcomedy, a8 you may please
to #tyle it, which was produced on the Fronsh stage
in 1848, and has ever since been drawing oat itslong
lt:lngr.h before a wondering public, is now close at
hand. The amnesty has replaced the bill of the
stage manager, and the whole troupe, from the me-
lo-democratic hero to the figuranies in white robes
and green saches, are gathered before the faot-lights,
to witness the final doom of the revublic and the
spotheosis of Louis Napoleon. Ere this, in all proba-
bility. his modest seruples will have been overcome,
and, umid the thouteof a gratified people, the Prinee

| Preeident will have sufferod the imperial crown to

Le placed on his head. Unpromising as were the

| Féte des aigles, and the return from Strasbourg, the |

| results of his southern tour have cxceeded his most
brilliant expectations : city after civy has lnelt in
the dust at his faet : mayors, prefects, and people,
havevied with each other in profesdons of a ttachment

smpire. “La France s'ennur.” sald, some years ago,
one of the mont famous bel-esprits of the capital, %o
aocount for an apparently inexplicable revulsion in
public opinion. The epigram was not more witty
than the sentenco was just. Nor was it less true of
that day than of the presemt. Fravce iz weary
~weary of the mame of & republic, accepted
partly from an unwillingness to oppose i,
and partly from weariness of monarchy ; weary
of constant changes and alarms; weary of ha-
ving the rappel beaten in the streets, and coups
d'itat threatened or executed; weary of a state of
society im which every man was compelled, from o
regard for his own safety, if not from higher sonai-
derations, to keep & constant watch on the movements
of government. For an idle, thoughtless, lnughter-
lovirg people like the French, it is questionable whe-
ther any form of government is proferable to the
despotie. It relieves them from the necemsity of
thinkiog seriously; and this to them is no small
boor. Though individual liberty may be curtailed
—though the representalives may bo tongue-tied,
and the pen of the journalist blunted, property will
be secure, aad the person will be inviolate. Under
an imperial regime the opera will floarish; large
subventions will enable managers to produce spark-
ling comedios and vaudevilles, with clever actors,
and to place the pit within the reash of the most
modest purges; the boulevards will be guy, asof
yore; literature will be encouraged, and the manu-
facture of objests of taste and luxary will thrive,
undor the splendid patronage of an aristocratio
oourt; the thoughts of the lower classes being
confined in the chennel of their private avocations,
by & judiclous system of trammels on froedomn, snch
will attain & higher degree of individual prosperity
than was poswsible when politice absorbed half his
time and enorgies. Thus, the empire will realize
the main requisites to & Fronchman's happlness:
pamen ¢ ciramscs.  Is more reqpired to explain the
imperialist tondencies of Franoe!

Nothing, of course, s koown ay yet of the social
and political changes which will flow from the pro-
clamation of the empire. What romains of the

But what measure of liberty this will vouchsafe to
the nation it is impossible to foresce. We are equally
in the dark, whether we examine the spirit of the
peeple or the ebarscier of their ruler. The latier
we only know as & politic schemer, who will allow no
obetacle to interfore with the execution of his plans
- man of indomitable will and unshakable per-
goverance, whom no danger can arrest—no defeat
subdue ; but of his love for abstract liberty
we bave no means of judging. The peoplo are,
if possible, & still greator enigms. They ave
tolerably eontented monarchists one day, fair ave-
rage republicans the next, raving sccialists on the
third; and on the fourth, they seemed frencied by »
manis to get rid of the last vestige of their libarty.
Whether the next seenc will find them frisnds of
constitutional governmont, or & willing slave to &
derpot, it is impossible to eonjecture, There are
equal reasona for expocting either; and we will not
adventure & propbecy at a risk. .

Whatever be the result of the change, as regards
the people of Prance, it is certain that the Emperor
will be regarded by the nations of Europe in o very
different light from the President. The tone of T
T'imes has materially altered within the last few
days, amd it mow throwe out plain hints that its ani-
mosity will be charmed away if the French army is
reduced and the Emperor shows sympioms of an
amieable disposition towards Great Britain. Ans-
tria and Russia would prefer any dynastic govern-
ment in France toa republis, even though they
were compelled to fraternice with the mephew of
Napoleon. It is not probable that the veteran
statermen who are in power at Vienna and Bt. Pe
torsburg are deluding themselves into the belief that
the empire will be perpetual, or even of longer du-
ration than any of its predecessors; but ephemeral
though it may be, it is infinitely preferable to a re-
publie. It is, at all events, a truce to the great so-
cial war, which will certainly break out at the ficat
favorable opportunity.

It seems to be the provailing opinion that in case
of & wor between Great Britain and France, Prussia
would probably ride with the former, while Austria
would remain: neutral, in the hope of crushing the
riting power of Prussiz in Germany. Notwithstanding
the military honors paid to the memory of the Duke ot
Wellington, it is well known that the cabinetat Vien-
na is far from cherishing the most friondly foclings
towards the Eoglish. The common bond of interest
which united Austris and Britain in their resistance
to Napoleon, no longer exists at present; and the Yor-
mor has o more deadly foe than the free preseand free
people of the latter. Prussia, on the other hand, is
o sure ally of Great Britain, and would take part,
without hesitation, in any struggle botween that
country and France. Rassia’s policy is obviously to |
remsin neutral until the dyke which the central
European monarchies now constitute sgainst the en-
croachments of democracy, be broken down. Then
—£0 far 28 we oan judge from what we see to day—
she must take the lead in the great struggle between
hereditary and popular rights. Austsia, Prussia,
and perhaps some of the minor Garman powers, will
flock round ber banners. But the real enomy of the
people will be Russia.

Meanwhile, Great Britain, like this country, is
looking with tolerable indifierence on the signs of
the times on the Continent. Her internal politicsa—
flat as they really are—seem to be engrossing public
attention. Parliament is to meet on the 4th inst.,
for the despatch of business. Earl Derby is prepar-
od to open the houses, without a poliey—without &
party—without a measurs resolved on. A protec-
tionict by principle, he has pledged himself to earry
out the freo trade doctrine, in obedience to theewill
of his conetitucnts.

Another incident of thisbattle will ghow the read-
or still more clearly the effoct of the unerring fire of
American infantry and rifflcmen. After the Mexi-
cans had failed in their nttack on Buena Vista, they
made a dotermined effort to force their way to the
road at a point nearer the platean. They brought
down from the mountsins opposite, and to the lefy
of the haciends, & fresh brigade of eavalry, covered
by infantry in all its prasages of ravines, With thi®
they advanced to engage the Missiselppi rifilomen, the
fragment of the Sccond Indiana volunteers, and the
Third regiment of the same, who were still soting
together, and bhad near them one howitser, under
Captain Sherman. These troops formed so as to
present an'obtuse angle to the enemy. Down the
slope he came, in cloge columns of squadrons,
and at an easy hand gallop, all his psnnons
flying—some 1,600 of them—the men in fall
uniform, the herses beautifully caparisoned. The
march was magoificent, reminding one of the cay-
alry of the olden dsys. They were the chivalry of
Mexico. Opposite to them wera a handful of our
men on foot, without pomp, or glitter, or feathers.
They stood calmly with their pieces at & carry. Not

| & word was spoken. The rumbling sound of the

earth, as the cavalry brigada swept onward like a
living thunderbolt, appeared to be the only audible
manifestation of the approaching carnage. They
caleulated upon the utter destruction of the little
band. But finding, to their sstonichment, as they

guit. They could not understand the Americans.

The instant they did e, the pieces came dowm on
both faces of the engle as if swayed by the same
band. For a moment their muzzles moved slowly
about, as each man felt for his aim ; then they set-
tled steady and firm s bars of steel. Now, liks
the blast of & trumpet, the dreadfal word.was
ghouted—**Fire I Two shi of flame converged
on that besutiful brigade. was appalling. The
whole head of the column was prostrated, and rider-

Tue Tarcer Couvaxieg oF NEW York.—We are |
at a loss whether to admire most the spirit of our |
volunteer fire companies, or of our volunteor mili-
tary companies; both are admirable, and are, por-
haps, without a parallel in the world. Both are
unpaid, and both are kindred, and epring from the
game source. DBut it is more immediately with the
military spigit that we have at present to do.
In another column we pablish a table, giviog an
account of the names and number of muskets of
the volunteer military omnpanies that have passed
our office during the preeent year, in going to or
returning from annual parades; bus, as & very large
proportion of the parades are still to eomo off—
November and Imcamber being the principal
months for these emeursions—it Is probable that
not more than ¥wo-thirds of the companies have
turned eut ne yet, and we have not a doubt that
the entiro target companies of New York would
number ten thonsand rank and fle, thun—

These are entirely distinct from the militia, who
are bound by law, under a fine, to turn oul twice in
the year, either B uniform or without it. They
consist of young men, who formthemselves into ln-
dependent companies, aud make exoursions for
target practice, in which trials of skill take
place, and prizes are awarded, some of them
of great vnluo. They do not wear uniform,
but sppear in oitizons dress, (black,) with
glased ocaps, black bolts, and muskets and ba-
yonets. They nre always aceompanied by bands of
musio. Their targots, carried by colored men, are
bhandeomely painted and decorated with ,flowers;
and frequently they exhibit, by their riddled ap-
on returning from the field, the superior
gkill of the contestants. Bometimes half s dozen of
these companios pass in the day.

It isin this way thet our young men are tralned’
without expense, for the day of battle. They be
come first rate marksmen, and sequire the habit of
taking aim—whieh is different from the Earopsan
plan, but, in its practisal effects in war, renders the
Amerioan soldier ruperior to all othersin the use of
the muaket or rifle. It is related that at the battle
of New Orleans, many of the British dead were shot
through the eye.

The Mexican campaign aflfords remarkable exam-
ples of this fatal precision. Our troops, sometimes
consisting of mere boys, played the most deadly
havoo with the flower of the Mexioan army, from
the certainty of theirfire. The New York rogiments,
